AWE STRIKERS INTO 


KEEPING THE PEACE 


PITTSBURG, Pa.—-Today 100 deputy 
sheriffs and, 40 men of the state con- 
stabulary are guarding the plant of 
the Pressed Steel Car Company here 
against a possible repetition of the riots 
of Wednesday, in which about 4000 em- 
plovees of the company took part. 

The only violence of any consequence 
so far today occurred when: some 4000 
strikers and the state police met at 
George street and Nicholl avenue. The 
strikers threw bricks at the 
police and the troopers fired a half dozen 
shots over the heads of the strikers. Six 
strikers were arrested. 

The trouble. started when the strikers 
came down trom Indian Mound, where 
they held a mass meeting. As they were 
marching down George street the police 
attempted to disperse the foreigners. 

recently the company changed the plan 
of paying its men from regular time 
work to a system known as “pooling. 
This involves the completion of each piece 
of work before wages are paid. When a 
large force of men is at work and a num- 
ber of cars are started it may be more 
than a month before payments are made. 

The company declares that it is paying 
more wages than before, but states that 
the foreigners cannot be made to under- 
stand this. 

(,00d order followed the arrival of the 
state troopers. By order of Sheriff Addi- 
son Gumbert the saloons of McKees 
Rocks, Schoonville and Preston - are 
closed today. Shortly after 10 o'clock 
a meeting of 4000 striking foreigners 
was held. 

This morning Sheriff Gumbert  re- 
quested Public Satety Director Morin to 
arrange to have a detail of Pittsburg 
police go to the scene.

“And yet, generally, the actor is given 
credit for the effect produced, and the 
author who furnished the lines or origi- 
nated the situation is entirely forgotten. 
Many times I am forced to wonder at the 
lack of appreciation on the part of the 
public, and in many cases the dramatic 
critic, that this, situation is not taken 
into consideration, and due credit given 
to the writer of the play. It is true that 
the actor can do much for a play, and by 
the same equation the author can do 
much more for the actor. 

“There is not a single artist on the 
stage today who, if called upon to an- 
swer the question and who would hon- 
estly and frankly answer, ‘To what do 
you attribute your success?’ would be 
bound to say: ‘I had a great part with 
great lines, with great situations, and 
with the aid of good stage management, 
good scenic surroundings, and further by 
reason of open-handed generosity on the 
part of the producing manager to spare 
no expense in order to make the produc- 
tion adequate, I was atforded the oppor- 
tunity of making an impression on the 
audience that was long remembered.’ 

“One actor may play Hamlet better 
than another, but no actor can play it so 
badly as to destroy the beauties of the 
great lines and situations provided by 
Shakespeare. A child can read his 
soliloquy or ‘the advice to the players,’ 
and the man or woman of even restricted 
mental attainment would be forced to 
acknowledge the wealth of wisdom and 
the beauty of language that Shakespeare 
exhibited. The author is the originator; 
the actor but the vitalizer.

TO AID SETTLERS 


The Earl of Dudley, Governor-General 
of Australia, announced the introduction

Prince Brenow’s choice has been accepted 
by the Emperor. Dr. Von Bethmann-loll-

poited imperial chaneellor. It 1s assumed 
in that the new chancellor, coming trom the 
home office, will) concentrate his efforts 
chietly on domestic problems and that the 
direction of foreign affairs will pass entirely 
inte the hands of the Emperor and the tor- 
cign. secretary. There is no doubt that the 
inner situation of the empire requires the undivided attention of an 
exceptionally able man, for, judging by the comments wath which 
the finance reform scheme, just passed by the Reichstag, has been 
received by the general public, the whole question is vet far trom a 
satisfactory and final solution. The German Liberals in the ght ot 
the recent parliamentary crisis appear much. less numerous and 
powerful than would seem to follow from the enormous imterests 
they represent. An analysis of the present parhamentary situation 
shows in a fairly accurate way that if the new coalition which de- 
feated the Liberals represents about 4,000,000 German voters out of 
a total of 11,000,000, the balance of 7,000,000 is made up of 3,000,- 
000 socialists, and 3,000,000 genuine Laberals, while the remaining 
1,000,000 is represented by deputies who have now joined the new 
majority of Conservatives, \grarians, Clericals and Poles. When it 
is added that Prince Buelow’s avowed reason for not dissolving the 
Reichstag was the certainty of a socialist victory at the expense not of 
the Conservatives and still less of the Centrists. but of those very Lib- 
erals whom he wished to rally about him, the rise of Liberal power in 
Germany appears yet remote. The new chancellor's poliey must 
therefore show a radically new departure, and to this his activity 
will necessarily be confined for some time. 
gut while it may be interred that the personal regime in foreign 
alfairs will reassert itself, notwithstanding the November crisis, it 
is never likely to attain the mdividual treedom characteristic of past 
incidents. The most weighty reason for this 1s unquestionably the 
intimate partnership between Germany and .\ustria which has re- 
sulted trom the Balkan crisis. Whatever mav be thought of -\us- 
trias new Balkan policy and its effect on the Huropean situation, it 
seems certain that the Austro-German consolidation must largely 
deternune Germany's diplomatic activity. 7

laid down at the Denver convention by the 
veteran educators, Messrs. Harvey and 
Cooley. The proposal that the public 
schools be made a means by which boys and 
girls shall be enabled to step into useful and 
profitable employment on graduation, rather than a means of turning 
out annually a tresh batch of young ladies and gentlemen who are 
too often incapable of taking care of themselves, seems to have met 
with universal approval. 

And, more than this, it has given a new interest and a new 
impetus to inquiry of a very promising character. For example, 
there ts already afoot a very thorough investigation which has for 
its object the collection of infermation with regard to the technical 
schools of Germany, the country in which industrial education has 
reached the highest point of efficiency. 

It has already been discovered that Germany began to prepare 
for the industrial victory which has crowned her efforts in the begin- 
ning of the last century. She made education compulsory and 
established continuation schools for boys. She created all manner 
of trade schools, and educated her children with reference to local 
needs and opportunities. She is still carrving on this system, and 
even waiters, chambermaids, hotel managers and confectioners are 
trained in special institutions. — Proficiency in one’s calling, whatever 
i may be, is the end aimed at and generally attained in Germany. 
The empire today has nine technical univ ersities, thirty-six secon- 
dary technical schools, 502 elementary technical schools, and trade 
schools which accommodate 400,000 pupils. 

Germany has pursued a course almost the direct opposite of 
curs, and yet it cannot be said that cultural education has been 
neglected in that nation. On the contrary, the system employed 
there has had the effect in large degree of keeping mechanics out of 
the professions and keeping professional men out of the trades. 
There is an effort there to determine what line of study and work 
students are suited to, and to train them according to their bent and 
their ability. 

The awakening of interest in this subject cannot fail to have 
a beneficial result in this country, for in the matter of public school 
instruction, and especially in the high schools, we need to get out of 
a rut. 
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Mr. Bryan's courteous but pointed letter to 
President Taft, recommending that the latter 
use his influence to have an amendment to 
the constitution authorizing the election of 
United States senators by popular vote 
submitted at the same time as that authoriz- 
ing an income tax, will appeal to many of his 
followers as a timely one. Mr. Bryan's 
pledge of whatever assistance he can render 
i securing ratification of the two amend- 
ments, in case they shall be submitted, 1s of more than personal 
value, inasmuch as it can be taken as indicative of the attitude of his 
following toward them. 

President Taft, in his letter of acceptance, declared in favor of 
such a change in the constitution, and the probability is that the 
amendinents, should they be given to Congress, would be practically 
unopposed. Indeed, twenty-seven of the states—Arkansas, Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Idaho, Indiana, Illinois, lowa, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Montana, Nebraska, 
Nevada, North Carolina, Oklahoma, Oregon, Pennsylvania, South 
Dakota, Tennessee, Texas, Utah, W ashington, Wisconsin and 
Wyoming—are already recorded in favor of the election of United 
States senators by the people. There is practically no difference of 
opinion among the states as to-the income tax amendment. 

It is hardly to be expected the Senate would favor the amend- 
ment, and it is regarded as almost certain that body will refuse to 
vote for its submission. Such a contingency, however, was foreseen 
by those who framed our organic law, and that instrument. itself 
provides a way in which Senate hindrance can be overcome. The 
constitution says that on the application of the legislatures of two 
thirds of the states Congress “shall call a convention for proposing 
amendment.” “This is clear as well as mandatory, and as only four 
more states, in addition to those named above, are needed to make 
the necessary two thirds, will be seen that if the President acts 
upon Mr. Bryan's recommendation, and the Flouse concurs, the 
obstruction of the Senate can only temporarily delay matters. 

There is, in the possibility of such a convention, something to 
stir the Senate, as well as all opponents of demanded reforms, to 
graceful compliance. Such a convention as the constitution provides 
for has never been held. Tf one should be called there would be 
nothing to prevent it from going further and deciding to submit 
several amendments, with the view of making it less difficult for 
popular sentiment to be heard 1 the halls of Congress.

OR SEVERAT. years past the establishment ot 
a line of steamers between some point on the 
Hudson bay and some one of the English 
ports has been agitated. At first glance, so 
accustomed are we to maps drawn on the 
Mercator projection, there seems to be no 
geographical ailvantage in a route running 
so far north; but as a matter of fact, the

distance across further south. The short railway haul between the 
great wheat fields of northwest Canada and Hudson bay renders the 
plan of shipping to Europe by this route of interest, and it has been 
announced that the $40,000,000 required to establish the port on 
Hudson bay, to make rail connection with Winnipeg and to: start 
the line of steamers to England, has been subscribed. 

While it is to be remembered that during half the year Hypdson 
bay is blocked with ice, this is held to be no more of an impediment 
to the Hudson bay route than it is in the St. Lawrence river, and 


‘those who are projecting the plan go so far as to predict that tourists 
will some day use this route in traveling from the Northwest to 


Europe in preference to making the trip through New York, much 
less expense being involved and ‘the scenery being far more attractive 
than that offered ‘through the East. 

A great freight-carrying line, such as the present plan proposes, 
offers practically unlimited promise of success, and the, business 
already awaits the laying of the necessary railway to complete the 
connection. This is but one of the many evidences of the splendid 
enterprise shown by those who are making the great- Northwest more 
populous and more _prosperous.
